dently it is .being distributed widely 
among the troops, for copies of it thgt 
reached Holland are all from goldiefs. 
One copy of the leaflet was brought 
to a Dutch newspaper by a deserter. 
Another: was thrown over the wire en- 
tanglements along the -Dutch frontier 
by German soldiers recently returned 
trom leave. The leaflet, which is. 
printed on lurid red paper, reads as 
follows: 

““What was expected has come— 
hunger in Leipsic, in Berlin, in Char- 
lottenburg, in Brunswick, Magdeburg, 
Koblenz, and Osnabruck, as well astin 
many other placcs. Disorders, caused 
hy the hungry masses, have occurred 
befcre shops dealing in foodstuffs, and 
those responsible for this state of things 
have mo other remedy for the hungry 
messes than a state of siege, police 
swords, and military patrols. 

“Chancellor von Bethmann Hollweg 
blames England-for the evils at present 
existing in Germany, and the advocates. 
of the Continuation of the war to the 
bitter end, as well-as the supporters 
of the Government, repeat this prattle. 

** Nevertheless, the German Govern- 
ment: must know that this -state of 
things was bound to come about. War 
against Russia, France, and England 
was bound to lead to the isolation of 
Germany. Our war-makers lament that 
our degenerate enemies have blockaded 
us, but why Pursue such a-course in 
politics “as will inevitably lead to a 
blockade? 

Assails Government Blunders. 

“This criminal provocation of a 
world war -was followed by © further 
blunders. The Government has done 
nothing to prevent the present starva- 
lion of the masses. Why it has done 
nething’ is Lecause the Government 
clique of capitalists, Junkers, and spec- 
ulatore in: foodstuffs do not suffer as 
the magses of the people suffer. On the 
contrary, they grow richer through the 
nunger of the people. 

** If from the outset of the war serious 
measures had been taken to prevent 
hunger ahd misery, the gravity of the 
situation ,wowld have been revealed to 
the blockaded masses, and. thus en- 
thusiasm .fer -war would soon huve 
cooled. Meanwhile the masses. of the 
people were benumbed by victories and 
triumphs, although ali the time they 
were being delivered into the hands of 
agrarian and capitalist food" exploiters. 
The attempt made to cause the 
‘masses to lose their cool common sense, 
‘The ruling ‘classes do not wish to give 
up their plans as to the annexation of 
territoryand the people are defrauded

STRIKE WITHOUT GOOD CAUSE. 

There is no substantial ‘and ‘suffi- 
cient reason for the strike begun last 
night upon the ‘transportation lines 
in this city. The public is getting tired 
and impatient of strikes and threats 
of gtrikes that put upon it such in- 
tolerable loss and inconvenience. 

It is not possible to see how the men 
could feel that they would be. better 
off under the . direction of foreign 
union leaders than under the manage- 
ment’ of committees and chiefs chosen 
by themselvés, but that was>the real 
‘reason for calling the strike.

THE FALLEN KING OF GREECE. 

The language used in the\address to 
King CoNnsTANTINE, drawn up by VENI- 
ZELos and approved. by the Athens 
demonstration, is clear. proof that that 
King has fallen. It makes no differ- 
énce that he still sits on the throne; 
the throne has become only a place to 
sit on. It was not invective, it was 
not an argument or appeal, except in 
‘form; it was a sober and crushing. re- 
cital of reasons why ConsTANTINE had 
become impossible and must miix no 
more In politics. It is not so much the 
fact of the address as the wording of 
it. that explains everything that has 
happened in Greece since that address 
was drawn up.on Aug. 27. Such lan- 
guage as “ You are the victim of your 
natural and human weakness” is: not 
used toward any kind of ruler until he 
can rule no more. It is extraordinary 
language to use toward a King, but it 
would be extraordinary if used toward 
a President or a Prime Minister, 
toward any kind of official who has.a 
vestige of power left. Following upon 
it, and its demand that all parties be 
united, Premier Zaimis made himself 
dictator and prepared for the union of 
the parties. 

So has ended the Government of 


| CONSTANTINE. . Though he reigns, he 


does not govern; and the Government 
has been taken away from him by his 
people because he failed in it, because 
he had brought his country to the pass 
so stingingly described in the address: 
* Instead of Greece being respected by

“despised, scorned, and chastised by 
“the. other.”, He becomes a mere spet- 
tator of the great events which aré 
about to begin.

GOOD WORK FOR ARBITRATION. 

It was especially fitting that the New 
York Chamber of Commerce should 
send to the President and to Congress; 
as it did on Aug. 31, a plea*for arbitra- 
tion, because this, ‘the greatest organi- 
zation of its kind in America, has done 
excellent work for arbitration in trade, 
“The sacrifice of the principle of ar- 
“bitration in industrial disputes,” said 
the Chamber in its: message, “‘ espe- 
“clally in the field. occupied by the 
“great public service corporations and 
eir employés, would involve a moral 
“Joss incalculable in its effects upon 
‘tthe future relations between indus- 
“trial enterprises and the public.” 

For several years past the Chamber 
has had an efficient Committee on Ar- 
bitration, which undertakes the settle- 
ment of commercial disputes and has 
considered hundreds of cases. Ih mary 
instances conciliation is sufficient, and 
formal arbitration is avoided. Some- 
times “a simple word of advice” from 
the Chairman, Mr. CHagtzs L. Bran- 
HEIMER, as another member of the 
committee said at an annual meeting, 
has caused an agreement without de- 
lay. Much of the work Is of @ strictly 
confidential character, and naturally 
there is no report of the proceedings 
or the results for the public. For:this 
reason the importance of the commit- 
tee’s labors is.not widely recognized 
and appreciated. 

The ryles and regulations of the com- 
mittee have been adopted by several 
Chambers of Commeice and Boards. of 
Trade in this country, and have at- 
tracted much attention abroad, in Ja- 
pan and China ag well as in Burope. 
The committee is striving to secure an 
arbitration law that shall be uniform in 
all the States. Its report on interna- 
tional commercial arbitration was ap- 
proved by many foreign Chambers, and 
its plan for such arbitration. won favor 
at the Sixth International Congress of 
such organizations ih Paris two years 
ago, but. the proposed consideration of 
it immediately thereafter by. a special 
committee. was prevented by the, out- 
break of war. The commilttee is now 
working with a committee of the State 
Bar Association upon plana. for. pre- 
venting, by arbitration, unnecessary 
Utigation. In many ways it has been 
promoting the use of this simple, ef- 
fective, inexpensive, prompt, and equi- 
table, method of ending’ controversies. 
Its competent’ and industrious Chair- 
man and the members who work. with 
him richly ‘deserve commendation,
